Theſe Convicts (except Gadd and Aber- 
nethy) were all of the Mancheſter Regiment, 
as it was called; and were indicted for three 
difterent Species of High Treaſon, viz. For 
compaſſing and imagining the Death of their 
lawful and undoubted Sovereign King Georkce 
the Second, Sc. for levying a cruel and deſtru- 
ctive War againſt the King,) wherein many of 
his Majeſty's loyal Subjects loſt their Lives; 
for holding and keeping the Town and Caſtle 
of Carliſle in the County of Cumberland, and 
adhering to his Majeſty's Enemies. And this 
Treaſon was laid to be committed on the roth 
Day of November, in the 19th Year of his 
Majeſty's Reign, and againſt the Duty and Al- 
legiance they ought to bear to his Majeſty, 
as natural-born Subjects of theſe Realms; — 
and againſt the Peace of our Sovereign Lord 
the King, his Crown and Dignity, Sc. Þ 

In all the Indictments of theſe — |

Vices or Pleaſures were let it ſuffice to ſay in 
general, that they were ſuch as Youth are na- 
turally prone to and very rarely decline, when 
Ability, Means, and Opportunity, concur 
with the Inclination to enjoy them. — 
Another unfortunate Circumſtance that at- 
tended Mr. Townly in his early Days, and 
which, through a long Courſe of Time, and by 
ö v re Means, might be the original Oc- 
caſion of this unhappy Concluſion of his Life, 
was, the Prejudice of his Education; being in 
his Infancy prepoſleſs'd with Notions imbib'd 
in his Family, in favour of Jacobiti ſin, and 
a bad Opinion of the preſent Eſtabliſhment. As 
to his Father's political Sentiments, we have 
little or no Account, more than ttaditionary ;

quaintance; and as he was bred a Gentleman, 
he could not ſtoop to baſe Methods of Subſi- 


ſtence; he took up a Reſolution became his 
Station, and the Spirit of a Man, namely, to 
put on a Sword, and try his Fortune in the 


Army. And had he, at the ſame Time reſol- 


ved to ſerve his King and Country, his Reſo- 


| lation would haye deſerved the higheſt Enco- 


miums ; inſtead of which he entered himſelf a 
Volunteer in the Service of France; but as we 
were not then at War with that Kingdom, he 
was the more excuſeable; nor would his Con- 
duct on that Account have been called in Que-

It was in the Year 1728, when Mr. Tou. 


enliſted himſelf in the French Service; an 


being taken Notice of as a Man of a good deal 
of Spirit and Vivacity, he was not long with- 
out a Poſt in the Army, and was very well 
reſpected among the military Gentlemen.

After Mr. Townly had ſerved about 15 or 
16 Years in the French Army, he came over 


to England, where he lived very privately 


ona ſmall Annuity in the Principality of Wales. 
Ir is generally ſuppoſed, though upon what 
Grounds I know not, (for he would never o- 

en himſelf ſo freely as to acknowledge) 
that he was ſent over here by the: French 
King, meerly as a Spy upon the Country, to 


make his Obſervations upon the Temper and 


Diſpofitions of the People, and to return a Re- 
ort thereof to his French Maſter, who, from 
hence, might be the better able to model his 

Project of the intended Invaſion. That this is, at 


leaſt a probable Conjecture, appears from what

| Himſelf wholly to the Duties and Practice of 
Religion, ſeemed to have a deep Senſe of his 
paſt Follies, ſincerely repented of the Part he 

ad acted for the Pretender, and was, though 
too late, convinced of his Error. FFT

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When he was 1 to Lk Trial, heplead- 


ed uilty, and after Sentence of Death was 


paſſed upon. him, he behayed with the ſame 
Calmncis and Serenity he had done before; 
and ſeemed fo well prepared to meet the mor- 
tal Stroke that was to finiſh his Life, that the 
Knowledge of it made no Alteration in him, 
nor did he appear in the leaſt ſhock'd, or any 
Change in his. Countenance, when the fatal 
Sentence was pronounced, that doom'd him 
to a terrible Execution. 
As to the other unhappy Perſons who lay 
under the fame Sentence of Death, they kept 


up their Spirits to the ſame Pitch of Gaiety 


they had done before; for being fully perſua- 


ded that they ſuffered in a righteous Cauſe, 
they thought they had nothing to fear from 
the Hand of Juſtice in the other World; and 
therefore they made the moſt of that little Por- 


tion of Life that was left them, in Mirth and 
good Cheer. 
9. DAVID MORGAN, Eſq; Barriſter at 


Law, was of a good Family in = County of 
Monmouth. And as his Father had an Eſtate * 

F ſufficient to afford it, he gave his Son David 
a liberal Education, and brought him up to the 


Law, and in due Time he was called to the 
Bar. But not having a Capacity to make a 
ſhining Figure there, he retired into the Coun- 
try, and after his F ather s Death, lived chiefly ; 
on his Eſtate. . 
Mr. Morgan was near fifty Years s of Age, | 
marricd, and his Wife is now living. Being 
| „ rural 
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naturally of a haughty d e Diſpoſition, 
his Neighbours, Tenants and Domeſticks, were 
continually plagued with his ill Humours. But 
to ſum up his Character in few Words (for we 
have not Room to ſay a great deal of him) he 
was a moroſe Husband, a tyrannical Maſter, a 
litigious Neighbour, and oppreſſive Landlord, 

and a falſe Friend: He had Pride without the 


leaſt Condeſcenſion, Avarice without a Spark 


of Generoſity, Ill nature without a Grain of 
Benevolence. Byt what his Virtues and bet- 
ter Qualities were (if he had any) have not 
yet came to our Knowledge; if they had, we 
ſhould gladly have mentioned them, that the 
World might not run away with an Opinion, 


that Mr. Morgan was the only Man who e-

It was likewiſe proved, that in the Month 
of November laſt, Mr. Morgan came out of 
Monmouthſhire, and joined the Rebel Army 
at Preſlon in Lancaſhire, and was very active 
in encouraging both Officers and Soldiers. He 


2 procured a Warrant ſigned by Mr. Murray 


the Pretender's Secretary, directed to the Con- 

ſtables of Mancheſter, to ſearch for Arms, 
which, if any body refuſed to ſurrender, they 
were to ſuffer Military Execution. He was of- 
fered the Commiſſion to be Colonel of the 
Mancheſter Regiment, but refuſed it. Howe- 
ver, he was in ſuch Credit among them, that 


he was called the Pretender's Counſellor. 


In his Defence he pretended, and endeavour- 
ed to prove that he was forced into the Re- 


bellion, and attempted to make his Eſcape; 
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this Mis fortune upon himlelf by his Obſtinacy 3 
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and that being got at ſome Diſtan ce f EL 7 
Rebel Army, he was ſeized on Suſpicion, and 


carried before a Magiſtrate, who ſent him to 


the Duke, and his Royal Highneſs ſent him 


to London, in Cuſtod y of a Meſlenger, and the 
Duke of Newcaſtle ſent him to Newgate. 


This the Court allowed might be true, but 


obſerved, that he did not endeayour to eſcape 
from the Rebels till the Pretender's Affairs 


were grown deſperate; and as his joining him- 
ſelf to, and acting in Concert with them was 


ſufficiently proved, the Jury would conſider 
his Attempt to eſcape laſt, as proceeding from 
Neceſſity, and would paſs their Judgment upon 
him according to his voluntary and premedi- 
tated Actions. „„ 


Aſter Sentence was paſſed upon Col. Town- 
. a Friend of his coming to ſee him in the new 


Goal, ſaid to him, I believe, Sir, you de-

fame Inſtant, that he ſhould immediately be
